The bond of Stafford was fix- 
ed at 51,000 in default of which he was 
remanded to jail to await his trial 
which was set for next Wednesday 
morning. 

Frank Jones, under indictment oh 
five counts, charging the illegal sale of 
liquor plead guilty to that charge and 
was given the minimum fine of $50 
each in four of the counts, the other 
being dismissed. Six indictments 
against Brice : Howard for the same 
offence were dismissed. Jordan Ricti- 
ardson entered a plea of guilty on an 
indicimsnt for the same offence and 
I was fined $50, while three other indict- 
ments against him were dismissed. 
Ross Lyman for the same offence was 
fined $25 each in two cases. 

The case of the Commonwealth vs. 
Walter Fields resulted in a verdict by- 
the jury after deliberating half an 
hour, of a fine of $50 and costs. Fields 
was charged with the malicious] cut- 
ting of Beecher Bell in a Sunday night 
brawl in the negro suburb of Clays- 
ville.

[Editorial From Lexington Herald'June 15, 1910.] 

From 1 o’clock till 6 — how many hours is that? Five, according to 
the clocks. Monday we stood on our own feet while the hands of the 
clock marked these hours, to hear the speeches delivered in the Circuit 
Court room by William Preston Kimball introducing Claude M. Thomas, 
and by Mr. Thomas, and on Cheapside by J. Campbell Cantrill and Clar- 
ence LeBus. We w r ere anxious to hear all said when the two candidates for 
the Democratic nomination for Congress first addressed the voters of Fay- 
ette County. 

The news columns of The Herald yesterday gave impartial accounts 
of the meetings and the speeches by Mr. Thomas, Mr. Cantrill and Mr. 
LeBus, as near in full as our space permitted. We tried to present all the 
facts of each meeting together with a stenographic report of the speeches 
of each candidate, that the voters of the district may have the facts be- 
fore them to determine how they shall cast their votes. We believe Mr. 
Cantrill and Mr. Thomas will each concede that the account of his meeting 
and his speech was fair and lull. We want the news columns of The Her- 
ald to present the facts in this canvass uncolored and unbiased. 

We made no editorial comment yesterday, desiring that the paper 
should first go to the voters with an impartial account of the meetings. 
This morning we give our impressions of the meetings and of the speeches, 
that, with the knowledge that we are earnestly in favor of the nomination 
of Mr. Thomas, the value of what we say may be judged by each reader of 
The Herald. We want to be fair both to Mr. Thomas and to Mr. Cantrill, 
not believing it proper to do either injustice. 



Briefly, Mr. Cantrill’s explanation, which was published in full in yes- 
terday’s issue of The Herald, so that every reader of The Herald has it be- 
fore him, is that he made that promise two years ago; that in the early 
part of this year he asked Mr. Thomas if he was going to run; that Mr. 
Thomas said he did not then know; that Mr. Thomas further said— which, 
however, Mr. Thomas absolutely denies — that, unless he notified Mr. Can- 
trill within two weeks that he would be a candidate, Mr. Cantrill was at 
liberty to make the race. 

There is a direct question of veracity between Mr. Cantrill and Mr. 
Thomas as to this verbal conversation. It does not seem reasonable that 
Mr. Cantrill s account is accurate. Why Mr. Thomas should have made any 
such statement when he had an ambition to make the race for Congress and 
had the written pledge of Mr. Cantrill not to make the race against him, 
when the election was nearly eight months off, we are unable to understand. 

There was no intimation in the letter which Mr. Cantrill wrote Mr. 
Thomas that Mr. Cantrill reserved the right to demand that Mr. Thomas 
make up his mind whether he would run or not by any fixed time. It was 
a matter within Mr. Thomas’ control absolutely as to whether he would 
run or not, and as to when he would make his determination. 

Mr. Cantrill’s interpretation of the whole proceeding seems to us as 
reasonable, and no more reasonable than would be the contention- of a 
debtor who had given a note, and because the man to whom it was given 
did not constantly and repeatedly announce that he expected the payment 
of the note, to claim that he was released from payment. 

Listening to both as tve did with great care, we are unable to reach 
any other conclusion than that Mr. Cantrill’s action is a distinct violation 
of a definite pledge. We submit these facts to the readers of The Herald 
for whose benefit we published the full statement made by both Mr. Can- 
trill and Mr. Thomas, that there may be no question as to the contention 
of each. 

We did not stay quite to the finish of Mr. Thomas’ speech, leaving to 
hear Mr. Cantrill and listening with careful attention from the time he be- 
gan until he finished, then staying to hear Mr. LeBus and Mr. Cantrill’s 
rejoinder.

We were a little late in getting to the court room and had great diffi- 
culty in getting in, scores of voters who were attracted by the announce- 
ment that Mr. Thomas would speak being unable to get into the court room, 
which was crowded to the doors.

audience there gathered. There were comparatively ■ few men from Lex- 
ington, it being made up almost altogether of country men, and the greater 
proportion, of Fayette county people. While the majority of the audience 
showed from the beginning that they were enthusiastically for Mr. Thom- 
as, there w’ere evidently a number who had come to hear him, either un- 
determined I19W' they would vote, or opposed to him.

We listened to Mr. Cantrill’s speech with constant expectation that he 
would refer to the charges made that he was not for the last Democratic 
State ticket and was opposed to the election of Governor Beckham, the 
Democratic nominee for Senator, and in favor of the election of Senator 
Bradley. He referred casually and briefly to the charge mat he was not for 
the Democratic State ticket, practically dismissing it with the statement 
that it was not worthy of discussion. But in the two hours he spoke we 
tailed to hear a single reference to the charge that he was opposed to the 
election of Governor Beckham and favored the election of Governor Bradlej 
as a member of the United States Senate, his colleague in the Upper House 
of Congress. 

Was, or was Mr. Cantrill not, in favor of the election of Governor 
Beckham? Was, or was he not, in favor of the election of Governor Brad- 
ley? He was constantly at Frankfort during that session of the Legisla- 
ture. He was one of the most influential men not a member of the Legis- 
lature, and more influential by far than many members of the Legislature. 
He was in close touch with the members of the Legislature, particularly 
with certain elements in the Legislature. Did, or did he not, use the influ- 
ence he had for the election of the Democratic nominee as Senator, or for 
the defeat of that nominee and the election of the Republican candidate? 

In view of his claim for the support of Democrats because of his Dem- 
ociacy, this is a question of vital moment, one which he has not the right 
to ignore, one which it is incumbent upon him to answer with frankness 
and detail. It is incumbent upon him to answer promptly that his answer, if 
conclusive of his support of the Democratic nominee, may be known to 
every Democrat in the district, and if not conclusive, that it may also be 
known and those who make the charge have an opportunity either to prove 
their charge or to retract and apologize for making an unjust charge.

We were surprised at the conduct of Mr. LeBus, the President of the 
Burley Tobacco Society, during Mr. Cantrill’s speech. We do not think it 
any more proper that he should have made himself conspicuous during 
that speech and have attracted the attention of the audience, as he did by 
standing up on a chair and bowing \then reference was made to him, than 
was the conduct of those who attempted to prevent him from answering 
Mr. Cantrill after Mr. Cantrill had closed his speech. 

Severe as is our condemnation of those who attempted to keep Mr. 
LeBus from speaking, strong as is our opinion that they made a grave po- 
litical mistake, injuring their candidate, Mr. Cantrill, instead of Mr. LeBus, 
we do not censure them as we would had Mr. LeBus not been guilty of 
what we thought impropriety during Mr. Cantrill’s speech. 

Mr. Cantrill was entitled to a fair hearing without interruption, as 
every man is entitled to a fair and courteous hearing without interruption 
from those who are opposed to him. Mr. LeBus, if he desired to speak 
after Mr. Cantrill finished, was also entitled to a fair and courteous hearing. 
Those who did not desire to hear him were not compelled to stay. He 
had the same right to speak on Checpside as did Mr. Cantrill, no greater 
and no less right. If he thought it incumbent upon him as President of a 
Society, the success of which is of more importance to the people of Ken- 
tucky at present than any other one association in the State, it was his duty 
to say what he had to say . ji >- 

But it was not proper, under any circumstances, for a public speaker 
to be interrupted by act or word. We protest rgainst it now as we protest- 
ed in the days when John G. Carlisle was egged at Covington; when an ef- 
fort J/as made at Georgetown to prevent Colonel W. C. P. Breckinridge 
from speaking, which effort would have resulted in bloodshed except for his 
coolness and the devotion of friends of supreme courage in that city, 
when William Lindsay and Josiah Patterson were insulted in the city of 
Lexington; when Stephen Sharpe, Butler Southgate and other speakers 
wer? insulted and almost assaulted in the Gubernatorial contest of 1899, 
in which M<\ Cantrill fiist gained any political prominence. We do not 
wish to see such methods permitted in political campaigns in Kentucky. 
We think it incumbent ttpou us to express these views at this time.

We have rarely seen in any political gathering, even in* the exciting 
days o(, 1899 when Governor Goebel was a candidate for Governor, or in 
the Bi yau-McKinley race of 189G, nor in the Breckinridge-Owens tace of 
1894, a scene which contained possibilities of more dramatic interest than 
the scene on Cbeapside Monday. Mr. Cantrill, the former advocate of the 
Burley Tobacco Society, a member of Congress because of bis support of 
that association, to whom was due in large measure the success of the 
first pool and to whose influence was ascribed by many the spirit of vio- 
lence which resulted ifa the night riding, particularly in the counties of 
Scott, .Woodford and Franklin, attacking witli bitterness and specious logic 
the pool in the success of which millions of dollars of the farmers of Cen- 
tral Kentucky is involved. He was standing on an old wagon, surrounded 
by nearly a thousand men, some interested in his success because of their 
opposition to the pool, others interested in the defeat of Mr. Thomas be- 
cause of his opposition to the whisky interests, others bound to Mr. Can- 
tiill by the ties of friendship coming from propinquity and common inter- 
ests. Immediately at the rear of the wagon stood Clarence LeBus, the 
President of the Burley Tobacco Society, bitterly assailed and vehemently 
denounced by *the .speaker for participating in the Congressional race as 
well as for his conduct of the touacco pool, accepting every reference to 
him with a smile and a bow, attracting the attention of the audience on nu- 
merous occasions by standing on a chair, determined, it was known, to 
answer Mr. Cantrill. There were intimations that Mr. LeBus would make 
charges against Mr. Cantrill that would be more sensational than anything 
that has occurred in the campaign, and he was surrounded by kinsmen and- 
friends of Mr. Cantrill, some of whom made a point of always being im- 
mediately next to him. The scene contained the possibility of tragedy or 
of comedy equal to any play on any stage.
